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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 7 and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art is Watanabe (US 4781765). Watanabe teaches a thin film solar cell with a low 
refractive index layer of 50-150 angstroms and a silicon based interface layer with 50- 
150 angstroms. Watanabe teaches that the dopant can be oxygen and that optimum 
efficiency is achieved around 15-20 atomic percent oxygen. Further search revealed 
similar documents such as US 471 8947 and US 541 9783 wherein the thickness of the 
silicon based interface layer is well below the required 300 angstroms. US 5055141 
teaches a silicon based interface layer doped with nitrogen or carbon with a thickness of 
500 or 800 angstroms (examples 2-3). However the silicon based interface layer (2 nd n- 
type) of US 5055141 is not in contact with the back electrode nor does US 5055141 
mention doping with oxygen as required by the instant claimed invention. Moreover, the 
layers of Watanabe and US 5055141 are unrelated such that combination of the 
references would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The unique 
combination of the instant claimed invention is allowable over the prior art.
